With today’s heavier 
loads and faster road speeds 
placing more severe de- 
mands on brakes, there has 





been an increase in drum 








failure due to heat checking. 


This dangerous and expensive evil usually appears 
first in the form of hair-line cracks across the friction 
surface. Each of these fine cracks tends to increase in 
length and depth for as long as-unfavorable conditions 
exist. Failure comes in a drum that has been so weak- 
ened by cracks that it eventually breaks in several 
places at the instant of a sudden brake application. 


Fatigue brings fracturing 


Heat checking is probably due to a form of fatigue in 
the drum metal. During a heavy application of the 
brakes, the temperature of the friction surface of the 
drum may rise suddenly to a very 
high figure, while opposite sur- 
faces, which are exposed to the 
outside air, remain cool. This 
great difference in temperature, 
occurring within a thin cross- 
section of metal, sets up severe 





strains. 


The cracks which appear initially are too fine to be 
detected by the naked eye. However, repetitions of the 
severe heating-cooling cycle cause the cracks to expand 
and progress until fracturing occurs. 


In recent years, the heat-checking of brake drums 
has become such an important problem that Johns- 


Manville designed and built a special laboratory ma- 
chine for quickly determining the tendency of a brake 
block to cause drum cracking. This machine runs day 
and night at the Johns-Manville Research Laboratory, 
producing a wealth of data that is proving immensely 
valuable to friction materials engineers. It has been 
found, for instance, that some brake lining structures— 
notably those which are slightly resilient—will greatly 
reduce the tendency toward heat checking of drums 
and give considerably longer lining service life as well. 


Balance is important 
It has also been found that 
correct “‘balance’’ of a 

brake system is extremely 

A important in eliminating 

drum failure. If the brakes 

on one wheel are doing more than their share of work, 








that drum will naturally be subjected to abnormal tem- 
perature changes during heavy braking periods. If one 
drum on a vehicle is a chronic heat checker, it is usu- 
ally a signal that it is doing more work than it should. 


REMEMBER, it is cheaper to replace brake linings 
than drums... in fact it is often 2 to 1 in favor of the 
lining.

ICC Gets Tough 
On Leasing! 


Uncle Sam Wants

Highway construction people were in a dither early 
in May. It's that NPA order requiring approval for all 
highway projects using more than 25 tons of steel. 

Up to now contractors in highway departments could buy 
what they needed anywhere they could get it. 

National Highway Users Conference says NPA isn't 
specifically qualified to evaluate the essentiality and 
requirements of particular road projects. NHUC told 
Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson he should put an 
experienced highway engineer in the automotive division 
of NPA as advisor on highway matters and as liaison with 
the US Commissioner of Public Roads, present claimant 
for highways in the defense progran. 





No more trip-leasing says ICC. Its report and 
order, EX PARTE MC-43, says the Commission is convinced 
that trip-leasing, especially where the equipment is 
operated for the lessee by the owner or employees of 
the owner, is “inimical to sound regulation and proper 
administration of the Motor Carrier Act and its safety 
regulations." That's gobbledegook for -- it's too hard 
to catch violators of that part of the ICC rules which 
are there to protect for-hire carriers from 
unregulated competition. 

Exempt for six months from the trip-leasing ban are 
the "exempt commodity” haulers. It gives them that 
much time to make adjustments in their future contracts 
to comply with the thirty day limitation in the new 
rules. The regulations, as now adopted by the entire 
commission, are considerably more restrictive than those 
first recommended by Division 5. They do not apply, 
however, to leasing between private carriers nor to 
leases for equipment without drivers by rental companies 
whose principal business is truck rental -- not 
transportation. 

The MC-43 rule, it is hoped, will provide a broom 
to clean up a lot of shady practices of some interstate 
haulers and others.

ICC's budget troubles might cripple, if not 
eliminate, the safety efforts of the Bureau of Motor 
Carriers. A House Committee lopped off $500,000 of 
ICC's budget requests. Members favoring the reduction 
said the % million could come out of ICC's safety 
enforcement funds since ICC's operations in that field 
only duplicate state activities. 

ICC boys point out that if its safety functions are 
eliminated, drivers, loaders, mechanics, and helpers 
would very likely go under Fair Labor Standards Act. 

Up to now US Supreme Court has ruled that because these 
workers are under ICC Control the Fair Labor Standards 
Act does not apply. 








ATA thinks everybody in the trucking industry should 
do something about "tailgating." That's driving too 
close to the vehicle in front of you.

In 1948, this company found itself 
in a position where it was handling 
a record volume of freight but show- 
ing a small profit. After struggling 
with the problem themselves, they 
decided to call in Wolf and Com- 
pany.

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At this early stage it was possible 
for the Des Moines company to keep 
accurate summary records on rev 
enues and movement of freight by 
volume. Under the IBM system, each 
shipment was punched on a separate 
card. Specialized IBM machines au 
tomatically sorted these cards and 
entered their figures on 


posting 
forms. By running these’ cards 
through the machines every day. the 
firm kept a current record of rev- 
enues and of movement of freight be 
tween terminals. 

A. W. Hobbs, vice president of the 
firm. emphasized that the printing 
of these summary records of revenue 
and freight movement required no ex 
tra manual work. They are draw:

on which the shipments were entered 
originally.

The answer to the first question is obvious. The truck 
driver should stop and investigate. The answer to the 
second question, should he give first aid, depends on the 
following conditions: 

Is he qualified to render first aid? 
™ Does he know when to do it? 
™ Does he know what he should not do? 
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THE FACTS e Here are some startling figures re- 
cently released by the National Safety Council. In 1950. 
the motor vehicle toll amounted to 35,000 killed. There 
were 1,200,000 people injured. The bill for property 
damaged or destroyed was over $1,000,000,000. The 
total cost of highway accidents, including wages lost, 
medical expense, insurance, and property damage. ran 
well over $3,000,000,000. 

There can be no argument that we have a serious 
highway-injury problem. Our job is to find the way. 
by prevention and by correction, to solve it. And keep 
it solved. 

Part of the correction is to give proper and prompt 
relief at the scene of an accident. to those who are hurt. 
This means “first aid.”

= r OPERATED trucks are cleaner than most peo- 
ple think. They average a bath every 12 days. 
Tractors are not quite so fastidious since their 
wash interval is 13 days while on trailers it is 
stretched out to 16 days. On the long side of this 
average there is a small group of six operators 
who wash both trucks and tractors every six months 
while eight operators use this schedule on trailers. 
Two operators wash trucks and tractors only once 
a vear. Two wash trailers on a two year schedule. 

All told 589 operators participated in this sur- 
vey. They operate a total of 90,505 vehicles in- 
cluding 7.054 trailers. 

Kighty-eight operators steam clean at the time 
of washing and this leads one to believe that a 
goodly portion take this washing business seriously. 
Warm water is provided for washing by 265 oper- 
ators and 445 of them use some kind of soap. 

Only eight operators depend entirely upon me- 
chanical means for washing although 119 operat- 
ors use mec hani« al equipment supplemented by 
hand. 

The lowest time given for washing was three 


minutes for all types of vehicles. You can guess

Informa 
tion at hand indicates that the change

Phe present agreed upon specifi 
rraviltV is a minimum of 1.280. Some 
manufacturers go as high as 1.500. 
The change seems to cente! around 
a value of 1.2600 and it seems logical 
to believe that there will not be much 
of a range since the idea is to lower 
the acid content in the electrolyte. 

Chief among the advantages of the 
lower specific gravity is longer bat 
tery life. With reduced acid strength 
negative plates will become sulphated 
at a slower rate. Thus they will re 
main active and able to do the job 
for which they are intended for a 
longer period. In addition the higher 
acid cooks separators faster causing 
them to “blow” which is the bat- 
tery man’s expression for separato1 
failure. 

Obviously there is some sacrifice in 
initial ampere hour capacity but it is 
so small it is going to be hard to find. 
It seems to be in the order of 3 per 
cent. There is also some loss in 
initial cranking ability as expressed 
by the SAE test of minutes of dis- 
charge at 300 amperes at 0 deg F. 
The chart shown on this page places 
this loss at 10 per cent. Some reports 
have it a little higher. 

But the first important thing the 
chart shows is that the cranking abil- 
ity of the two batteries cross at a 
point which represents 8 per cent of 
the battery's life, and from that point 
on the 1.260 specific gravity battery 
has superior cranking ability to the 
same battery with a specific gravity 
of 1.290, 

The second important bit of in- 
formation disclosed by the chart is 
that the 1.260 specific gravity battery 
lasts 14 per cent longer. This increase 
is based on the SAF evecle life test 
schedule. 

The data were consolidated by the 
Socony-Vacuum Oil Co.. which is al 
ready merchandising a 1.260 specifi 
eravity battery. 

With these two advantages appar 
ent it seems logical to ask why these 
changes have not been made before. 
especially since there is no increase 
in the cost of manufacture.

The main 
objective, he said, is for all phases t 
sell their product as well as they can, 
keeping in mind the interests of the 
country. 

Regarding truck transportation, Rent 
zel said, “The first necessity is to keep 
the highways we have in sound operat 
ing condition.” Summarizing his state- 
ment, Rentzel said: First, existing 
roads must be maintained and pro 
tected against undue wear; and 
ondly, there should be a just dist: 
bution of materials to maintain and 
construct new highways. He inferred 
that the same just distribution of ma 
terials should also apply to productior 
and maintenance of vehicles

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We Mobilize for Freedom 


WHY 
Controls are Necessary 


One of the encouraging characteristics of the 
American people is their dislike for govern- 
ment controls. This augurs well for the future 
of their economic and political freedom. 


But for the next few years we must not only 
tolerate but also help to make effective a whole 
battery of emergency government controls 
over our economic life. If we fail to do this 
now the future of that freedom we cherish will 
be imperilled. It is the purpose of this editor- 
ial—the third in a special series—to explain in 
simple terms why this is so. 


After our military victory in World War II, 
we rushed through a demobilization which cut 
our military strength to about one-tenth of its 
wartime peak. Our allies did much the same 
thing. But the Russians maintained much of 
their wartime military strength and built up 
that of their satellites. With prodigious speed 
we switched from military to civilian produc- 
tion and went on to enjoy a rousing postwar 
boom —the greatest in our history. 


This boom was in vigorous progress when, 
on June 25 last year, the Russian-sponsored 
North Korean army attacked South Korea. 
Our industrial production was rolling along at 
almost twice its prewar level. We had labor 
shortages in many key industrial areas. Under 
the impact of heavy buying all along the line, 
prices were climbing. 


When the North Koreans smashed into 


South Korea they smashed into our national 
consciousness this fact: if we want a fair 
chance to save our national freedom from de- 
struction by Communist aggression, we must 
race to restore some of the military power we 
had so speedily written off after World War II 
And we must do it with our resources already 
very fully occupied with a boom in civilian 
business. 


Program Small Compared to 
World War Il 


Compared with our military effort in World 
War II, the mobilization on which we are no 
embarked is small. At its peak, under present 
schedules, it will absorb no more than 
of the total national production.

Our workers have had the i

and modernize it 

Given time, the industrial giant we have 
created could pick up in its stride the added 


load of production for defense that now is con- 



































templated. But speed is of the very essence. 
There is little dissent from the proposition that 
if we are to stand off Russian aggression suc- 
cessfully we have, at the outside, two years 


in which to get ready. 


Controls Needed to Prevent Chaos 


These two facts — (1) the necessity for 
speed in our rearmament program and (2) an 
economy already stretched taut by a record 
civilian boom—create the general necessity for 
government controls. If we simply pile the 
billions of added defense expenditures author- 
ized since last June on top of the civilian boom, 
and jet it go at that, two destructive develop- 
ments would follow. There would be a scram- 
ble for scarce materials, notably metals, which 
would create chaos in those markets. And 
prices would go through the roof. 


Our situation during this mobilization is 
radically different from what it was when we 
rushed to get ready for World War II. Then 
we started with an economy that was coming 
out of a long depression. There was plenty of 
slack. Even in mid-1941 we still had over 6 
million unemployed. Thus it was possible for 
us to expand war production greatly and also 
increase civilian living standards before the 
limits of our productive capacity made ex- 
tensive controls necessary. But as we begin 
this new mobilization we find our economy 
already operating virtually at capacity. This 
fact is of key importance in understanding 
why this relatively small defense program so 
quickly requires the imposition of controls. 


The selection and administration of con- 
trols thus far has been badly bungled. The 
threat of price controls, for example, was 
broadcast so vigorously and for so long that 
our people were virtually asked to raise prices 
and thereby do much to defeat the controls. 
Adequate taxation directed so as to attack 
inflation at the source and thus give direct 
price control a chance to operate has not yet 
been provided. 


Indeed, we could readily assemble a long 
and devastating catalog of the deficiencies of 


the government’s control program. But that 
would not dispose of the necessity for con- 
trols—by priority, by allocation, and, as a 
stop-gap, by direct prescription of selling 
prices—if we are to carry out our mobiliza- 
tion successfully. That is the only means by 
which a clear right of way for defense pro- 
duction can be cut through the highways of 
trade and commerce now jammed with civilian 
boom business. 


Hope In The Wilson Plan 


Since he became Director of Mobilization, 
Charles E. Wilson has added a new element 
of order and hopefulness to the mobilization 
program, He has laid out a plan which, if we 
are spared all-out war, would do three things 
by 1953. First, it would produce the weapons 
needed by our army and our allies to meet an 
immediate threat. Second, it would create the 
capacity that would enable us to move at high 
speed into weapons production for all-out war 
—if necessary. Third, it would create the 
additional production capacity that would re- 
store by that date our ability to resume the 
climb of the American civilian standard of 
living. 

In technical and industrial terms the 
Wilson Plan seems to be feasible. If it is suc- 
cessfully carried out, we should be able to 
begin getting rid of controls rapidly by 1953. 
But to carry out the program successfully, it 
must now have vigorous support from every- 
one. That does not mean mere agreement that 
it is a good plan. It means that we must con- 
form to the controls that are necessary to make 
the plan work. In developing this support, the 
business community is in position to exercise 
crucially important leadership. 

As has often happened in our national his- 
tory, we are confronted by a paradox. We must 
accept emergency controls for the time being 
to insure survival of the freedom that they 
infringe. But, as we do this, we may find some 
comfort in the reflection that while controls 
from Washington are hateful, controls from 
Moscow would be infinitely worse.

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Long-haul truckers from all over the 
west fought bitterly against the tax in- 
creases, fearing that Oregon’s new 
schedule would spread to other states 
and a flood of telegrams from small 
shippers fell on the desks of the legis- 
lators, but to no avail. 

Sponsor of the bills was the state 
highway department. R. H. Baldock, 
state highway engineer, maintained that 
the large trucks have never paid their 
just share of the costs of maintaining 
the state highway system. 

“In 1935, the interim highway com- 
mittee requested the highway depart- 
ment to make a survey to determine 
how much various highway users should 
pay toward the construction and upkeep 
of our highways,” Baldock said. “After 
a most careful study, it was determined 
that the large truckers’ share in this 
cost should be from 35 to 50%, and at 
no time in the past have the truckers 
paid 35%.” He added that in his opin- 
ion the new rates would not put any 
truck operator out of business. 

The measure also was supported by 
the Oregon Association of Railroads.

might not be able to eradicate. 

The NDTA directors in their meet- 
ing heard James K. Knudson, Admin- 
istrator, Defense Transport Administra- 
tion, plead for a joining of hands in 
the over-all transportation endeavor. 

“Recriminations, name calling, charges 


‘and countercharges of unfair advan- 


tage—these are all evidences in ‘normal! 
times,’ of a healthy state of competitive 
industrial life,” he said. “It’s good for 
businesses to do a little scrapping 
among themselves in ‘normal times.’ ” 

But, the DTA chief continued, “when 
a certain form of transportation claims 
that it is the only one in the picture 

. and accuses a competitor of having 
unfair advantages, it is taking unfair 
advantage of our present situation. 

“These are ‘not’ normal times. Busi- 
ness cannot be conducted as usual... 
The sooner all of us arrive at a whole- 
some awareness of that sombre fact the 
better it will be for the nation. So, for 
the duration let’s join hands with our 
competitors and help America do the 
transportation job she must do.” 

The meeting opened with brief ad- 
dresses by Major General F. A. Heile- 
man, Army Chief of Transportation. 
and Rear Admiral C. L. C. Atkeson, 
Jr., Director, Logistics Plans Division, 
Office of Chief of Naval Operations.

movements 

Each state was asked to ippomt an 
official who would be the sole authority 
for issuing permits in the state The 
states named these men and made them 
ivailable 24 hr. a day to the designated 
officials of the armed services 

Requests can be made to the states 
only by the appointed military repre 
sentatives. In each state, a single man 
has full discretion as to issuing a permit 
or requiring that a load be divided into 
parts, if that is possible. The system 
greatly reduces the number of over 
weight loads. 

Last month Administrator James K 
Knudson of DTA alarmed the states by 
i letter to the Governors saying that 
‘unjustifiable state limitations on sizes 
and weights—-cannot be tolerated in 
time of national emergency.” He asked 
for the same cooperation from the states 
that they had given the Office of De 
fense Transportation in War IL. 

Plain implications of this message 
caused grave concern to the State High 
way Departments. Later explanations 
by Knudson did not clear away the im 
plied threat. Three weeks ago, it was 
reported that DTA would issue an order 
authorizing ICC Regional Offices to cer 
tify overweight loadings of a broad list 
of “essential” commodities. The order 
has not come out, and apparently it will 
be much modified before it appears, 

Top transportation policy for the 
emergency now is guided by a Commit- 
tee on Defense Transportation and stor- 
age that began functioning early in 
April. This nine-man group, under 
Charles E. Wilson in the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization, is headed by Delos 
W. Rentzel, Under Secretary of Com- 
merce for Transportation, as chairman. 

ODM and its transportation commit- 
tee will help settle the truck weight 
question. DTA now is expected to 
adopt a system that will follow the lines 
already laid down by the Defense De- 
partment—probably by authorizing ICC 
Regional Offices to transmit requests to 
the responsible official in each State 
Highway Department. As a guide to the 
ICC offices, a list of criteria also is ex- 
pected, defining the non-military car-

into the flooring causing ruts and 
gashes that continued to grow worse. 
It was obvious that this damage was 
more easily caused when the grain of 
the wood ran in the same direction 
that boxes were being pushed. The 
45 degree angle solved that and to- 
day CMF officials boast that their 
floors are good for the life of the 
body—approximately ten years. 

e Ease of Repair—Since the com- 
pany operates its own body building 
shop, repair is no great problem. 
However, they still don’t want bodies 
that have been placed in service be- 
ing pulled into the garage for main- 
tenance work that could have been 
avoided. The choice of materials for 
the van is made with an eye to cut- 
ting down on repair work. When re- 
pairs are necessary the material is 
right at hand, and CMF has made 
sure that the material used in origi- 
nal construction are not likely to be 
hard to purchase. 


e Choice of Materials—In select- 


ing materials for its bodies, all of 
which are of the van type, CMF has 
given prime consideration to strength 
and durability. The bodies are built 
of oak frame with maple top flooring 
and exterior sides are of auto body 
steel. The interior is plywood lined 
and the roofs are galvanized steel 
with reinforced flat iron at all cor- 
ners. Scissor gates are used on the 
rear and all bodies are equipped with 
a collapsible steel step. 


e Eleven-Step Construction—The 
actual construction of the bodies is 
an eleven step job which CMF work- 
ers now have down to a routine. The 
average time for completion is 150 
man hours and the work is handled 
almost entirely by one mill man, 
two men for assembly, one black- 
smith and two painters. 

The first step is preparation of the 
frame which is completely cut before 
assembly is started. Actual assembly 
follows in this order: (2) erection 
of frame and subflooring, (3) laying 
of top maple flooring at a forty-five 


degree angle, (4) cutting and apply- 
ing auto steel to sides and front, (5) 
applying galvanized sheet steel roof, 
(6) wiring for lighting to meet ICC 
regulations and installing marker 
and tail lights, (7) applying ply- 
wood lining extendings eighteen 
inches from the floor, (8) installing 
collapsible step and scissor gates, 
(9) installing rub rails on either 
side, (10) painting and applying ICC 
numbers and other markings by de- 
calcomanias, (11) installation of 
body on chassis. 


e How It’s Worked Out—Over 
the years bugs have occasionally de- 
veloped in the CMF built bodies, but 
when they have shown up the com- 
pany has quickly taken steps to 
remedy them. One example was the 
fact that floors took a beating, needed 
frequent repair. Today, using maple 
flooring and installing it at a 45 
degree angle over the subflooring for 
additional strength, that complaint 
has been practically removed. The 
CMF maintenance department says 
only a minimum amount of repair 
work is required on these pickup 
units. Estimated life span is more 
than 10 years. END

A bill in Pennsylvania would create 
a permanent Highway Planning Com 
mission to study ways and means of 
financing public roads, equitable dis- 
tribution of highway user revenues, and 
consult with the Highway Department 
and local authorities on highway pro- 
grams. A Wisconsin bill would author 
ize the Joint Legislative Council to 
continue its study of highway problems 
and prepare reports toward a balanced 
highway system and a long-range high 
way improvement program. 

In Colorado and Utah, official high 
way study committees are being con 
tinued another year and users are co 
operating in developing a reasonabl 
plan on which all can agree. Proposals 
for highway study committees were also 
introduced in Maryland, New Mexico 
and New York, but died upon adjourn 
ment of the legislatures. 

A California proposal would creat: 
an Interim Committee to study the In 
terstate Highway System, while a com 
mittee in Maine would develop a prior- 
ity schedule of improvements on the 
state highway system to assure orderly 
development in accordance with needs 
A New Hampshire measure provides a 
committee to study reclassification of 
highways. A proposal in Iowa to study 
highway construction and the effect of 
trafic thereon, died upon adjournment 
of the legislature.

possess new forms, qualities, or prop- 
erties, or result in combinations.” 

The Commission further finds that 
such description includes: 

“(1) fruits, berries, and vegetables 
which remain in their natural state, 
including those packaged in bags or 
other containers, but excluding those 
placed in hermetically sealed contain- 
ers, those frozen or quick frozen, and 
those shelled, sliced, shredded, or 
chopped up; 

“(2) fruits, berries, and vegetables 
dried naturally or artificially; 

“(3) seeds, including inoculated 
seeds, but not seeds prepared for con- 
diment use or those which have been 
deawned, scarified or otherwise treated 
for seeding purposes; 

“(4) forage, hay, straw, corn and 
sorghum fodder, corn cobs, and stover; 

“(5) (a) hops and castor beans, and 
(b) leaf tobacco, but excluding re- 
dried tobacco leaf; 

“(6) raw peanuts, and other nuts, 
unshelled; 

“(7) whole grains, namely, wheat, 
rye, corn, rice, oats, barley and sor- 
ghum grain, not including dehulled rice 
and oats, or pearled barley; 

“(8) (a) cotton in bales or in the 
seed, (b) cottonseed and flaxseed, and 
(c) ramie fiber, flax fiber, and hemp 
fiber; 

“(9) live poultry, namely, chickens, 
turkeys, ducks, geese, and guineas; 

“(10) milk, cream, and skim milk, 
including that which has been pasteur- 
ized, standardized milk, homogenized 
milk and cream, vitamin “D” milk, and 
vitamin “D” skim milk:

any money on about half of the ship- 
ments we handled.” 

Baker went on to explain that his 
firm does a large volume of short 
haul trucking. serving a number of 
towns and small cities within a 150- 
mile radius of Des Moines. Most of 
the shipments going to these cities. 
he continued, fall within the mini- 
mum charge bracket. 

Cost comparisons showed that his 
firm suffered a deficit of 15 to 50 
per cent on practically all of these 
minimum rate shipments. Moreover, 
a survey last fall showed that 52 per 
cent of all invoices made out by the 
Des Moines firm covered minimum 
rate shipments. 

“Once we had the facts about our 
own operations,” Baker said, “we 
were able to start doing ourselves 
some cood.” 

The standards were responsible 
for immediate corrections in some 
cases of unprofitable operations. 
Baker cited a case where his firm 
had regular periodic shipments of 
20.000 pounds for one customer. The 
standards revealed that the trucker’s 
break-even point was slightly more 
than 25.000 pounds, Accordingly. 
the facts were presented to the cus 
tomer, who agreed to set up his ship 
ments on a 30,000 pound basis in the 
future. 

Needless to say, applications for 
rate increases followed shortly after 
the setting up of the Des Moines 
Companys standards. These were 
still hanging in the balance as this 
article was written, but company of- 
ficials were confident that matters 
would be settled to their satisfaction 
within a reasonable time. Facts and 
figures such as they have compiled 
defy argument. 

“Our organization runs a lot more 
smoothly since we streamlined our 
bookkeeping,” Baker summarized. 
“Our system of standards and cost 
summaries does for us what a pulse 
reading does for a doctor. We know 
at all times how well our business is 
thriving and whether or not it has 
any ailments.” END

its maximum allowable strength and 
will probably make large calls on its 
inactive reserves in almost every cat 
egory. Air Force reserves on inactive 
duty should keep in mind two fa 
tors: first, that if you need retrain 
ing. the Air Force doesn’t want you 
Principal reason is that no retrain 
ing facilities are available as all are 
being used to train the unprecedented 
number of volunteers from the inac 
live reserves of the Air Force. Ap 
parently many inactive reservists 
would rather be in uniform than on 
the home front. However, from this 
latter group the Air Force has been 
getting a large number of rated of- 
ficers for whom there are no billets 
available because of lack of other 
qualifications. 

Truth of the matter is that the Air 
Force is looking only for those of 
ficers who can form a cadre and 
those specialists not available in the 
organized reserves and who do not 
volunteer from the inactive reserves. 
The need for enlisted, non-specialist 
reserves is far from critical. 


Future Requirements 

Look for a continued call-up of 
qualified reserves even though the 
services are releasing reserves with 
the same specialities. The plan seems 
to be tending toward a year’s duty 
of reserves called without volunteer 
ing, and a gradual replacement by 
others in the same position. As far 
as a comprehensive policy, don’t ex 
pect it and you won't be disappointed. 
It changes with a change in the di 


rection of the wind. 


e MARINE CORPS—The Marine 
Corps plans to call no more reserv- 
ists of any category. However, this 
can change overnight. The main re- 
quirements for the Marine Corps 
might well be specialists and com- 
pany grade infantry officers. 
Enlisted NCO’s are in slight de- 
mand but Marine recruiting has been 
high and therefore demands, if any. 
on enlisted reservists will be ex- 
tremely slight. Philosophy of Ma- 
rine Corps recall has been largely 
predicated on pay-status. Marine 
Corps are somewhat over strength at 
present and therefore, unless their al- 
lowable strength is increased Marine 
recall will be negligible. END
